400K in 
stolen vehicles

Timothy A. Endre, 24, of 
233 Prairie Lane, Round Lake, 
was arrested first on May 18, 
and again on June 4 after 
allegedly writing bogus 
checks for over $500,000 for a 
multitude of vehicles of which 
he took possession of 
$400,000 worth over several 
weeks. 

Endre has been charged 
with two counts of felony 
theft over $10,000 by the 
Antioch Police Department as 
well as two counts of posses- 
sion of stolen motor vehicles 
and one count of deceptive 
practices by the Winthrop 
Harbor Police Department. 
Other charges by other 
municipalities are pending.

He said Endre allegedly 
wrote a check to Lyons-Ryan 
for $32,300 for a Ford 
Mustang on May 11. Antioch 
patrol found and arrested him 
on May 10.

$32,942.50 for a red GTO, and

He plans to return to Allendale to 
spend more time with the boys. 

When he left, he left behind a gift of 
several footballs, a few autographs and 
something more precious: the thought that 
anyone with a dream and determination 
can survive adversity and thrive in spite of 
a bad beginning. 

He left more than a game to look for- 
ward to.

Tasters who sampled all three had 
mixed opinions on the saltine and rich vari- 
eties, but were unanimous that the cheese 
variety was the best.

"Gone with the Wind" broke the movie 
mold in 1939. The landmark epic story of the 
Old South featured a star-studded cast 
(including Vivien Leigh as Scarlett O'Hara; 
Clark Gable as Rhctt Butler) and garnered thir- 
teen nominations and eight Academy Awards, 
including Best Picture. 

While most films required only months to 
produce, this one was three and one-half 
years in die making, and it cost more than $4 
million, a staggering amount at the time: 

' But there's more to "Gone with the Wind" 
than the movie itself. In "Moonlight and 
Magnolias," making its world premiere in 
Chicago at the Goodman Theatre, playwright 



Ron Hutchinson, serves up an uproarious 
behind-the-scenes comedy. 

All the action takes place in the palatial 
office of producer David 0. Selznick (featuring 
Ron Orbach, as the earnest, comical mogul). 
The brash studio boss has just halted produc- 
tion on "Gone with the Wind," firing its direc- 
tor and screenwriter. Now lie's in a sweat, los- 
ing $50,000 a day in lost production costs. 

Still, Selznick is committed to completing 
the picture, which he sees as a make-or-break 
milestone In his career. 

In a frenzy, he offers a fat fee to Ben Hecht 
(William Dick, a droll funnyman), a one-time 
Chicago newspaperman who acquired a repu- 
tation as a screen writing miracle worker. 
Hecht gets a five-day deadline to come up 
with a new script. There's only one minor 



problem: Hecht hasn't read Margaret 
Mitchell's popular 1,037-page romantic novel 
set at the onset of the Civil War and running 
through the Reconstmction Period. 

But Selznick decides that's more of an 
inconvenience than a major roadblock. He 
also has yanked Victor Fleming (played by Rob 
Riley) from the set of "The Wizard of Oz" and 
assigned him to assume the role of director! 

The three— with rations of bananas and 
peanuts ("brain food")— agree to a lock-in at 
Sclznlck's office until the job is done. 

At its funniest, "Moonlight and Magnolias" 
finds Selznick and Fleming recnacting the plot 
for Hecht, who, typewriter clacking away, 
immediately translates the action to a new 
script, chapter by chapter. As the days wear on, 
the bedraggled trio become slaphappy. 

Dissension heats up over how to portray 
relations between Southern whites and 
African Americans and where to draw the line 
on a groundbreaking rape scene or certain 
language that is sure to be challenged by the 
censors. At the same time Selznick and Hecht 
blast the fickle movie audience they must 
please, and they have a touchy discussion 
about attitudes toward Jews in Hollywood. 

Rounding out the cast with several walk- 
ons Is Mary Sclbel, as the ever-patient execu- 
tive assistant. Steven Robman directs this 
delightful romp.

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A Conversation with Mario & Melvin Van Peebles 



The true meaning of Father's Day 



By George O. Singleton 




Legendary filmmaker Melvin Van Peebles was In 
Chicago recently with bis son and best friend Mario to 
promote their new film "Baadasssss!" which opens on 
June 11. In the film Mario Van Peebles portrays his 
father, during the making of Melvin Van Peebles 1971 
classic, "Sweet Swectback's Bandasssss Song," which 
became the most successful Independent film to date 
at the lime, increasing the vitality of Independent 
films. 

It's odd that Peter Blsklnd's best selling book on 
Independent films, "Easy Riders, Raging Bulls,'' seems 
to liavc been blind to "Swcclback," in that the film was 
totally omitted fro in the discussion, as If 1 1 were a non- 
event. 

"Swcclback'' Is credited with not. only opening 
doors for no n ■ comedic roles for blacks in front of the 
camera but for professionals behind the scenes as 
well. Now mainstream movies, like "Hie Italian Job" 
and "King Arthur" (opening July 7) arc headed by 
Black directors. Depending on how you view 
"Swcetback" and "Baadasssss," you can cany away 
one of three different messages. First Is the changing 
role of people of color In film, second , the maturing of 
Independent film and third, what's really involved 
In making a movie that turns a handsome profit. 
The studios feared Peebles not so much because 
of his controversial filmmaking but because 
other writer/directors might also sec a way to 
moke money In films by bypassing the studio sys- 
tem. 

What struck me most during the Interview was 
not the business of filmmaking, which these two men 
certainly understand, but the hither and son relation- 
ship. With lathers' day right In front of us, I could not 
help but be reminded of how much I missed being 
able to say die words, "My dad." Although the memo- 
ry of my father Is as fresh as five minutes ago, he 
passed away In 1985. The way that Mario said this 
throughout die interview had an emotional impact 
upon me that words cannot adequately describe. It 
reminded me of what I bad and gave me great plea- 
sure to sec that Mario truly values his father today. 
Somehow I know that if Mclvin's next heartbeat was 
bis last one, that there would not be anything left 
unsaid between this father and son. That indeed Is a 
blessing. It reminds me of how blessed I am. 

Okay, now dial we have the mushy and impor- 
tant men stuff out of the way, let's get to die interview. 

George to Melvin and Mario: From seeing both 
films (1 rented "S^vcctback" before going to die inter- 
view), and listening and looking at both ofyou, dear- 
ly the two ofyou arc not only father and son, but also 



best friends. (Directing die question to Mario), at what 
point did you realize that you had this bond with your 
father? 

Mario: Referring to MarkTwatn, 'All my life my father 
was an Idiot, and at 21 he was a genius.' I came to 
understand him by walking In those shoes a little bit. 
After having directed "New Jack City".. .It came to me 
more and more, I started to realize that my dad In 19 
days did what I did In 3CM0 days, I grew up in a family 
that was 'by any means ncccssaiy filmmaking.' 

Melvin: I never came to die set (while the film was 
being made). Il was very easy not to be hands-on 
because I haw a peat trust In his creadvc ability and 
political consciousness. I saw tlie film in Toronto for 
the first time. At die end of the screening Mario said, 
'Dad, what do you think?' At that time, GOO people 
leaped to their feet and were applauding. As a writer, I 
thought he got It exactly right. I did not try and second- 
guess him. I'm very pleased. 

Mario: I was willing to sell out (tongue In check, for 
he would have liked to have big money behind him 
to make the film), but no one wanted to buy me out 
and let me have die vision I wanted. In Hollywood, 
film Is commerce or a form orexpresslon. The majors 
tend to chase an audience, while the independents 
tend to lead an audience. (George's side note: Tills Is 
probably the best description I've heard of why you 
sec a film at an art house theater, such as The Music 
Box or Landmark Theaters, rather than the local mul- 
tiplex). I wanted (o make a movie that had my 
father's spirit. Here's a brother from the south side of 
Chicago who has die French Legion of Honor Award. 
We (African-Americans) sometimes get tricked into 
this thing of not wanting to succeed too much 
because 'I might forget who I am.' Tlds cat had no 
complex about being the boss at all. Although I made 
the movie In IB days, no one was shooting at me (fig- 
uratively) like they were with him. 

I've liad the pleasure in recent years of interviewing 
interesting people such as Ben KIngstey, Jack Black, 
Diane Line, MarkWahlbcrg, and John Sayles, but I was 
only moved to applaud Melvin Van Peebles after our 
discussion. It's people like him, somewhat liken surro- 
gate father, that cut his own padi and made not only 
his life better but die lives of others, such as myself, as 
well. For that, 1 ic deserves a standing ovation. My hat Is 
off to him as well as other unsung rubers that are 
heroes to their sons. It's what Fathers day Is all about. 
He defines the won! "icon" In the wry best way.

Judge rules in favor of former 
card store owner in '1933 Babe Ruth case

Eight years after surrendering a Goudey 
1933 Babe Ruth chewing gum card to 
Lindenhurst Police, the card is finally back 
in the. hands of former card store owner 
David Damos. 

Damos, who lives in Ingleside, was 
awarded the card in a lawsuit decided in 
Waukegan on June 3. 

The original suit was brought against 
he Lindenhurst Police Department and the 
Village of Lindenhurst. The village told the 
court it has no' interest in holding the card, 
but would only release it when the proper 
owner was determined. . 

Damos was moved to sue after media 
reported the card, in the possession of the 
village since 1996, was to be auctioned off 
on eBay. 

Olga Wojcicki, executor for the estate of 
Mark Gavin, came forward as an interested 
party, when she was contacted by a newspa- 
per reporter about the lawsuit. 

During the bench trial before Judge 
Michael J. Fritz, Damos, now in commercial 
construction, said the card came into his 
possession when a man, who identified 
himself as William Herman, came into All- 
Stars Baseball Cards in Lindenhurst. The 
man sold the card to Damos, who said he 
did not have the entire $250 purchase price 
in his cash register. 

He gave the man $110 in cash and a 
postdated check for $140. The man returned 
the day. before the chock date, claiming he 
was unable to cash the check. 

Damos testified that, at that time, he 
took back the check and paid the man in 
cash; He had no records of the transaction, 
and police were never notified of the check 
exchange. 

As evidence, he presented the court with 
an uncashed check, payable to "William 
Harmon," with the signature torn off. 

According to Damos, a couple of weeks 
later, a man came into the shop and claimed 
the card was his. At the time, Damos had 
three Babe Ruth cards in the shop: the one 
in question, one identical to it and one dif- 
ferent. The man seemed unclear as to which 
was his. 

Damos spotted a Lindenhurst Police car 
outside the shop, and told police the card 
was "possibly stolen." Police took the card 
into their custody, pending investigation. 

A year later, a man and woman came to 
the shop claiming the card. Damos testified 
that he invited the couple to go to the police 
station, but they did not. Damos was unable 
to identify Wojcicki as the woman who 
entered the shop. 

Lack of police documentation did not 
help the case for Wojcicki. She claimed that 



the card was stolen from Gavin in 1996, pos- 
sibly by William Herman, who did some 
contracting work for Gavin. There were no 
police reports of the theft. 

Complicating Wojcickl's case, all of the 
principals involved are dead. Wojcicki testi- 
fied that her father gave the card to Mark 
Gavin and Wojcickl's sister, Alice 
Melnytschuk, before his death in 1990. Ten 
years later, Gavin died. His live-in girlfriend, 
Melnytschuk, predeceased him. William 
Herman, is also dead. 

A note written by Wojcicki, attesting 
that she "knew for a fact" that her father had 
given a 1933 Babe Ruth baseball card to 
Mark Gavin was ruled inadmissible under 
the "Dead Man's Act," because the 
deceased person could not refute the testi- 
mony, and the person testifying stood to 
gain as a result. 

In making his ruling, the Judge indicated 
there was only one clear path of ownership: 
the card in the possession of Lindenhurst 
had been in the possession of David Damos. 

It was not proven that the same card 
was the one Gavin had owned, nor that 
"William Herman" who sold the card to 
Damos was the same person known by 
Wojcicki. 

Absent police reports of the theft, even 
that could not be proven. 

"The only credible evidence presented 
is that (Damos) paid fair market value for 
the card," Fritz said. The card, then pur- 
chased for $250, was, at the time, worth 
about $750. In its present condition, the 
card is expected to bring $1,200-1,500 or 
more on eBay. 

Fritz said there was no record of how 
many of the same cards were in circulation 
at the time, noting that Damos testified that 
he had several in his shop in 1996, 

"With an uninterrupted chain of owner- 
ship from Damos to the Lindenhurst Police 
Department, there is no question in my 
mind that the card should go to Mr. 
Damos," the judge said. 

Damos said he made several attempts to 
regain possession of the card in the inter- 
vening years, but the police department 
said It would only release the card with a 
court order establishing ownership. He 
finally received the card back on June 5. 

Damos no longer owns the card store, 
and docs not deal In baseball memorabilia 
anymore. He plans to auction the card on 
eBay in the near future. A percentage of the 
proceeds will go to his attorney. He intends 
to donate the rest to two youth programs: 
one in Waukegan and one in Barrington. 

"It was not about the money," he said, 
when asked why he pursued the case, with 
no expectation of personal gain. "It was the 
principle. It was my card." 

Wojcicki, through her attorneys, refused 
comment.

Food bank collects 2001bs of 
food for Hunger Awarerness

•Ryg, along with Lake County Board mem- 1 
bcrs Suzi Schmidt and Michael Talbett were 
among those In attendance at the event: Along 
with several officials from other contributing 
communities, those there to support.the event 
were gathered for a luncheon where they 
heard from speakers and ate the same lunch- 
es mat are put out for the needy. 

"In a diverse county there are those that 
have and those that don't have," Schmidt said. 
"It's our duty to help those who don't have." 

Schmidt, in her speech, gave the official 
proclamation approved by the Lake County 
Board mat declared June 3 Hunger Awareness 
Day In Lake County. 

But the Hunger Awareness Day was not 
just a Lake County event. The theme of the day 
was "One Big Table," where Second Harvest, 
an organization of more than 200 food banks, 
tried to stress the image of a table stretching 
across the entire United States for all those In 
need to sit at. The goal was to provide for all 
the hungry across the United States through 
the coalition efforts of counties stretched 
nation wide. 



At 12:30 in DuPagc, Kane, Kankakee, Lake, 
Will and Winnebago Counties, hunger aware- 
ness supporters all sat down at tables at the 
same time.

"Four to five years ago I never realized peo- 
ple went to bed hungry," speaker John Sfire 
said to the group. "Food is taken so for granted 
that we needed a day to raise awareness so that 
people don't go to bed hungry." 

Some of the fire and/or police departments 
that contributed to the efforts wore from 
^^luiMlcletn; "nounti • rnKcraUTnttorwfiulnicgnn; 

Grayslake, Libcrtyviilc and Wauconda. 

The Northern Illinois Food Bank also 
worked-tn conjunction. with. ChfpoUe restau- 
. rants that were offering free entrees with 
canned food donations. The line at a Vernon 
Hills Chipodc stretched out the door and (he 
location ended up raising two entire vanloads 
of food. 

A large emphasis for the day was that 
hunger is a "today issue," and people need to 
realize just how widespread it is. In the month 
of May, 1 6 Lake County pantries served food to 
over 18,000 different people who were in need 
of assistance at one point or another. And that 
number doesn't include the 40 other pantries 
and soup kitchens around the county that 
aren't run through the government, Northern 
Illinois Food Bank Director Scott Kcenan said. 

"We are so fortunate to get people together 
to increase awareness about a problem that is 
pretty broad," Ryg said. "In tough economic 
times, people will lose their jobs or health ben- 
efits and get stretched and they may rely on the 
food bank or the food pantry to help them 
through some tough times... The most Impor- 
tant thing is to recognize that this could be any- 
body."

to affordable housing 

A few weeks ago a group of citizens plunged gamely into die 
murky waters of providing affordable housing with the 
aim of drafting a state-wide housing policy for Gov. Rod 
Blagojevich and the General Assembly before the end of 
the year. Wish them well. 

The politically explosive problem of lack of affordable housing 
surfaces from time to time. State task forces have studied the prob- 
lem before. Lake County tackles die affordable housing issue on a 
semi-regular basis. We're aware of four efforts in the last 10 years or 
so. Maybe It's six. It's easy to lose track. 

To our knowledge, affordable housing rarely, if ever, has been 
studied at the local council level. Village trustees arc in the business 
of passing judgment on new construction or approving new subdivi- 
sions. Affordable housing just doesn't seems to be part of die ver- 
nacular for village officials. Maybe that's die nub of the problem. 

Often potential affordable housing is eliminated as being sub- 
standard or in violation of local building codes. It's refreshing that 
some business leaders arc aware that a laudable goal is matching 
affordable housing with available jobs. Not an easy task. 

Past studies arc notable for coming up with a variety of interest- 
ing and creative Ideas. Even before die state task force began its 
work, an activist stressed die importance of rehabbing existing 
homes as opposed to demolition. New York has experienced suc- 
cess in providing affordable housing by allowing building owners to 
deduct rehab costs from property taxes. The tax reduction carrot 
works like magic in just about every case. 

One Intriguing aspect of the impending state task force assign- 
ment Is uncovering funds for housing that now are tucked away In' 
obscure budgets. Also, die task force needs to serve notice that a 
"hands off policy on housing funds is necessary. Gov. Blagojevich 
made political hay by creating die task force, but dien he skimmed 
off $8.8 million from an affordable housing trust fund to help balance 
the state budget. 

For the most part, private lending institutions will be ready to do 
their part if called upon. Second Federal Savings and Loan, which 
has a branch iri Lake County, made headlines rccendy with an inno- 
vative mortgage program for suburban immigrants. 

There Is a hefty supply of housing stock in every community that 
could help answer affordable housing needs, the type of shelter a 
middle income family could afford to buy or rent. What Is lacking is 
the courage of locally elected officials to tackle the problem. They 
tend to relate affordable housing with low income families or minori- 
ties. 

There will be elections next spring for village and city councils. 
Be on the lookout for candidates who include a pledge to do some- 
thing about affordable housing In their campaign planks. 

Senior pay-off: 
service to people 

A luncheon put a dent in the notion that senior citizens, while 
away the hours watching tv, playing bingo or hanging out at 
the mall. The Lake County Council for Seniors honored 
more than 15 active men and women for outstanding com- 
munity service. 

What an interesting array of activities those folks arc involved in. 
And all of them designed to help someone else. Blood pressure 
screenings. Operating a recylcing center. Learning about police 
work. Library aide. Youth worker. Helping with assisted living. 
Providing shelter for the homeless. Widow and widower outreach. 
Park district work. Talk about an all-star lineup! 

Just about every comer of the county was represented at the event 
for honorccs. Couple of things to note about the luncheon gathering: 
The seniors arc volunteers and they contribute not for individual 
aggrandizement, but for personal satisfaction and fun. 

Congratulations to the winners. And thanks to all die seniors con- 
sidered for honors. Maybe you'll make the spotilght next year.

allow run-down conditions to fester and 
deteriorate their neighborhoods. 

It is quite amazing what local govern- 
ments, with the cooperation of citizen 
groups, can dp to go after deteriorating 
vacant structures. Some communities 
establish local review boards to hear cases 
about vacant structures, either eyesores or 
dangerous buildings, and declare them as 
nuisances for demolition. Local courts usu- 
ally support local citizenry who show that 
they are trying to uphold and enforce their 
community standards by taking action 
against unsafe and unsightly vacant build- 
ings. The courts always give responsible 
property owners the opportunity to bring 
their buildings up to standard, but when 
that cannot be done, it is reasonable that 
the community and neighborhoods should 
be rid of such properties.- 

When vacant buildings crop up in a 
community, the corporate authorities 
should require the owners of such proper- 
ties to post signs on the structures that 
Include their names and addresses, man- 
date that the owner have liability insurance 
of a certain amount in case there are claims 
against the property because of its danger 
or unlawful uses of the vacant building. The 
owner should be registered and pay a fee to 
the city or village and provide a name and 
phone number of the person designated by 
the property owner to accept a court notice 
in the event that the city or village takes the 



issue to the local court. 

There have been cases where large retail 
stores have left one part of a community to 
build another store blocks away from where 
their other store was located. What has 
griped me is when I have learned that the 
large retail owner of the property that was 
left vacant files a provision on that property 
that it can not be used for a certain period 
of time in a business that would be in direct 
competition with the "new store." Al 1 that 
does is guarantee to the city or village that 
the store that was left vacant may be vacant 
for a long time. In the real world, this has 
happened too often. 

I am sure that you have noticed in mini- 
malls or business districts when one store 
owner moves out and leaves the building in 
a dilapidated condition, and it isn't long 
before a store nearby boards up, and the 
business in the whole area dries up. If the 
leaders in such communities would be 
active and make certain that the first busi- 
ness that "closed up" would at least leave 
the property in reasonable shape, it 
would help against the "domino effect" 
where "one by one" other businesses will 
close and leave the area with a "rundown 
Image." 

Quality of life is important to everyone. 
We can't always take it for granted. 
Communities and people working together 
can do so much to maintain their commu- 
nity standards and their quality of life. 



Collar counties for 
real transportation answers 



For now, the rushed effort in 
Springfield to dismantle our 
region's entire transit system 
appears to have halted - and for 
good reason. The proposal to end 20 years 
of regional cooperation by dismantling the 
Regional Transportation Authority (RTA) 
and consolidating two critical transporta- 
tion planning bodies warrants a detailed 
policy debate - not an cnd-of-sesslon deal. 
The proposals call for changing the cur- 
rent makeup of the RTA board by giving the 
majority of the seats to the City of Chicago 
and Cook County. The plan would also cre- 
ate an all-powerful transportation czar to 
oversee all decisions for Metra, CTA and 
Pace. We believe the proposals as they cur- 
rently stand, jeopardize a system that has 
worked successfully for more than two 
decades. 

We recognize that there is a need for 
strategic improvement to the RTA and its 
member agencies Pace, Metra and the CTA. 
We embrace the need for a universal fare 
card and the opportunity to continue to 
work as a cohesive group to promote posi- 
tive change. We believe, however, that the 
best way to address transportation issues is 
by building regional consensus. Of the 
eight million residents in the Chicago 
region, 5.2 million of them live in the subur- 
ban communities. Their voice and their 
representation arc essential. Now is the 
time for more suburban input, not less. 
How easily many have forgotten the 
days of budget crises, service Interruption 
and uncoordinated transportation options 
for Illinois residents. Today both popula- 
tion and job growth are skyrocketing within 
the Chicago suburbs of the Collar Counties. 
Regional leaders need to address the prob- 
lems of the reverse commute and offer cre- 
ative solutions such as employer-based and 
suburb to suburb reverse commute transit 
options. Dismantling the RTA doca not - 

meet the challenge of providing genuine 
answers. The dismantling does not provide 
more resources or Increase collaboration. It 
only creates a new bureaucracy and rests 
power In one politically appointed trans- 
. portation czar. The plan to dismande the 
RTA will drive a wedge in what was once a 
model for regional cooperation. 

Over the past 20 years, we have made 
significant progress working together. It is 
now time to move forward together to 
address the true transportation issues fac- 
ing our region. Regional collaboration has . 
allowed us to make decisions in the best 
interest of the public - the public we elected 
officials are all elected to serve.

Mistreating horses 

According to USDA statistics, 50,564 
horses were slaughtered in the U.S. in 2003 
to cash In on foreign demand for horse- 
meat. 

Recent efforts to ban horse slaughter in 
Illinois for human consumption have failed. 
To their everlasting discredit, three of Lake 
County's state representatives JoAnn 
Osmond (R-Antloch), Mark Bcaubicn, Jr. 
(R-Rarrington Hills), and Eddie Washington 
(D-Waukegan), contributed to the defeat of 
legislation that would have outlawed the 
slaughter of horses in Illinois for human 
consumption. 

A horse slaughterhouse in DeKalb is 
now poised to subject horses to a death 
even more excruciating, cruel, and violent 
than that suffered by all the other hapless 
animals that arc slaughtered for human 
consumption. Inhumane slaughter goes on 
despite the federal Humane Slaughter Act 
which has been routinely Ignored since Its 
inception in 1950. Illinois will soon have the 

- "dlsttnctton" ot being acconil only to Tewu* - 

in horse slaughter for human consumption 
in foreign markets. 

But all Is not lost. Federal legislation Js 
pending in Washington DC, to prohibit the 
slaughter, import, export, trade, and trans- 
port of horses for human consumption. 
As Illinois citizens we can still urge U.S. 
Senators Richard J. Durbin (DJ, and Peter G. 
Fitzgerald (R), to co-sponsor Senate Bill S. 
2352. 

Also, Lake Count inns can urge U.S. 
Representatives Mark Kirk (R), and Philip 
M. Crane (R), to co-sponsor House Bill HR 
857. 

The fight to protect horses from slaugh- 
ter for human consumption is not over.

State Senator Pamela AlUioff (R-McHenry) 
thinks the Governor should think twice before 
resorting to such base, chauvinistic remarks. 

"As a woman, I am offended," said Althoff. 
"In this day and age, I cannot believe a man 
would be that chauvinistic, even off the cuff. 
Especially considering the Attorney General's 
integrity and record, she has certainly proven 
herself to be a credible Attorney General."

2575. These requests will be a top priority for 
staff and deeds will be mailed to die homeown- 
er die same day. 

"We are here to help, and providing copies 
of flood victims' deeds is die least we can do to 
assist their recovery efforts. We'll help cut 
through the red tape any way we can," 
Vanderventcr said. 

Lake County military veterans in flood- 
damage areas may qualify for additional 
programs. Veterans may contact the 
Recorder of Deeds Office to obtain a free cer- 
tified copy of their Military Discharge 
Papers, commonly known as DD214s, for 
proof of military service.

Arlington Park currently operates

Eighty-five percent of Arlington Park's rev- 
enue comes from horse-race bets placed some- 
where other than the Arlington Heights race- 
tracks. Some of those arc OTBs and others arc 
racetracks. Ten years ago, it was the opposite, 
with 85 percent of betting being done at the track, 

Leary said that having the community's 



approval for an OTB facility is very impor- 
tant.

If the site in Ivanhoc comes to fruition, it 
would likely be a combination business with a 
restaurant or bar in addition to the OTB, Lcary 
said.

always be on his record, which Is as it should 
be." If he docsn'tserve his community service, 
Jason Mitisas could have his sentence revoked 
and a judge could re-sentence him, she said. 
Stanton was pleased that Judge Donald 
Geiger ordered both men to not have any ani- 
mals in their custody. It was important to her 
that the situation not be repeated. 

The charges were originally filed in 
September of 2002, when a stray dog led a 
Lake County Sheriff's Department deputy to a 
location in Wadsworth where dogs were 
staked outside, and dog-fighting equipment 
and training rings were found on the property, 
which was leased by the Mitsias*. About a 
dozen pit bulls had been seized, one of which 
was shot and killed when it attacked another 
dog. Many of the dogs were Injured as if they 
had been in fights and were malnourished 



and dehydrated. Three puppies were treated 
and put up for adoption. 

The dogs were taken into the custody of 
the Animal Shelter in Mundelein to be evaluat- 
ed and possibly euthanized. Shortly thereafter 
there was during a break-in at the shelter and 
two of the dogs were stolen and never found. 
No charges were ever filed in the break-in. 

Throughout the trial and its numerous 
continuations members of animal rights 
groups have attended the hearings. Stanton 
said she thought most of the animal advocates 
were happy with the sentencing, even though 
they would have preferred charges had been 
for a felony rather than a misdemeanor. 

Stanton said they got the best they could 
with the evidence they were allowed to use. 
The Mitsias* lawyers were able to suppress 
some evidence.

Using the summer to prevent attention problems 



Dear Dr. Singer, 

My child has some attention based 
learning problems which lead to bad 
behavior In school and I'd like to keep 
him working somehow over the sum- 
mer. We do not have him enrolled In 
any summer school or other education- 
al program. Can you recommend some 
things we can do, even at home, to keep 
his mind on top of things for next year? 
M.M. 

Dear MM, 

I have some suggestions, but realize that 
your child will probably not want to spend a 
minute of the summer doing them. In my 
mind, this really shouldn't be that much of a 
concern, because if these things are part of 
what you deem Important for the child, it 
becomes something that just needs to be 
done. I say this only because I want you to be 
prepared for the 'guff,' you may get! ' 

I heard an interesting piece of informa- 
tion from one of my clients that I think is 
important for this type of thing. She told me 
that she heard another professional say that 
children lose about a month of school learn- 
ing over the summer and that it takes an 
average of 2 months for them to get back up 
to speed in the fall. I cannot document the 
accuracy of this quote, but it docs make 
sense to me. I am an advocate of summer 
learning. Here are some suggestions that 
have worked well for my clients: 

1.) If you feel that your child's problem is 
something more than you can handle by 
yourself, or a problem that causes a lot of 
frustration for the child, have the child evalu- 
ated first to be sure that you are not mount- 
ing up more frustration. Once mat is done 
and you have knowledge of what is o.k. to use 
over the summer, you can go ahead with the 
other suggestions. If you want direction on 
how to get the child evaluated, you can call 
me for more information. . 

2.) Summer is a terrific time to accelerate

the foundation skills of attention and process- 
ing. Working over the summer can really 
make a difference for the next school year. 
Last week I wrote about multi-tasking, which 
Is the core of good attention and behavior 
and is Imperative to good learning and edu- 
cational success. Many kids are lacking In this 
skill and it causes frustration and ultimately 
bad behavior, and the summer is the perfect 
time to get that caught up to speed so the 
next school year can become a lot easier for * 
the child, the parents and the teachers. What 
I do with kids in my practice is a deeper level ■■ 
of multi-tasking improvement. I go to the root 
and work with sensory multi-tasking or the 
ability to absorb and integrate multiple pieces 
of sensory information at once and be able to 
put them into action, using visual, auditory, 
tactile or touch all at once. Something that we 
may view as simple such as listening to a 
teacher and being able to also visually absorb 
what is on the black board at the same time. 
Something like writing notes or observing a 
picture on a paper while listening to the 
teacher. These things are very hard for many 
kids because they can't keep all of those sens- 
es working together and get all die informa- 
tion. They might be o.k. with using one sense 
like seeing information, but if they try to add 
in a second one like listening at the same 
time, they can't do it. They get lost. Practicing 
this skill can mean the difference between a 
confident kid with a good sense of self and his 
or her abilities, and a kid who feels like every- 
one else gets it and he or she doesn't. To me, 
this is really of the utmost importance in a 
child's life and if you have the time over me

summer, it Is a great time to make sure that 
your child gets this Important skill. 

Unfortunately, too often, people confuse 
this mufti-tasking weakness with an attention 
weakness so instead of working on the actual 
skills and making them stronger, many kids 
mistakenly get referred toward a medical 
direction and those skills just keep getting 
weaker and weaker because they never get 
the training they need to become strong. In 
fact, this is the core of my prevention pro- 
gram for the iitde ones. I figure that if I train 
these multi-tasking skills early enough, many 
kids will not ever have to face these kinds of 
weaknesses at all. Again, if you want to work 
these skills and improve them for the next 
school year check with me. 

3.) If you have a computer, go out and get 
some structured (last year and next year 
grade) software packages In areas like Math, 
Reading, Spelling, Science, Writing, etc. If 
you go to a place like Best Buy,'you can usual- 
ly find a lot of those kinds of programs. Set up 
a structured schedule during the summer. 
For example, you may require 1 hour per day 
on a different program each day. You might 
have weekly requirements set up. You might 
make it goal oriented. For example, if your 
chUd does all of the weekly requirements ade- 
quately, you might reward him on Friday with 
a Blockbuster Gift Certificate for Friday night. 
Incidentally, the reward is not a bribe. It is a 
goal met for hard work and effort. If you have 
a problem with that type of thinking, you 
really need to reevaluate your thoughts about 
this. Motivation works for all of us. It's also a 
big part of the society you are training your 
child to live in. If you do not have a computer, 
there are books available like this as well. 
Check at a place like Barnes and Noble, 
Border's Book stores or Teacher's Supply 
stores. 

4.) If your child reads at an adequate 
level, you might put together a grade-appro- 
priate book list for him or her to choose from. 
Have the child choose a book for each 2 
weeks of summer and require that 1 hour a 
day be spent reading. You might have the 
child do some sort of a small report, either 
written or oral for you. 

These suggestions are actually good for 
kids who are doing well in school and for Wds 
who aren't. It's good to keep those little 
brains frosty and alert over the summer so 
that when school begins, kids are ready to 
launch right back into It and they may pick 
more up from the beginning. Kids may think 
this mean or 'overkill' but you are actually 
making their lives easier by keeping them on 
track during the summer. They will have a far 
easier time in the fall after this is done.
